All cricketers realise the tremendous importance of 


practice, 
Everyone should resolve 
time at the nets. After all, 


yet how seldom is net practice treated serlously. 


to make the most of his 
the whole purpose of prac- 


tice is to cultivate technique and judgment to become 


better bowlers and batsmen. 


To be of any - benefit there 
must always be somcone in 
authority, the cnptain or coach, 
flo enforce “net discipline.” 

Too often batsmen get too little 

‘practice and bowlers too much. 
I find that to stake a clulm for a 
‘eal a player must bowl o re- 
quisite number of balls, So that 
dowlers, to carn their innings, 
are not particular where or how 
they sling the ball, and the bats- 
men receive far too many bad 
balls to’ be -good -for -them: = 


It is quite useless having a 
crowd of bowlers at one net. Of 
course, where facilities exist for 
“just” one net it-is-diMeult- to 
restrict the number to less than 
half a dozen, otherwise some 
never get a bowl. . 

The ideul number is three. 
This gives each bowler Ume to 
take his proper run, and the 

* batsman on opportunity to settle 
down before receiving cach ball.

Berlin, Aug. 20. 

A naturalised American 
imprisoned by: the Soviets 
for seven years said. today 
that he was held in Soviet 
Zone concentration camps 
under inhuman conditions in 
which men “died like flies.” 

Charles Noble, 60, of De- 
troit, told a Press ‘conference 
that he ond his .29-ycar-old 
Amerivan-born son, John, were 
arreste. without cause by the 
Russions “in 1945, Noble was 
released In East Berlin _ last 
month but John Is still in 
Soviet captivity In the Sovict 
Union. 

Noble said that he was given 
a mock trial just one month be- 
fore he was released and was 
sentenced to: seven years’ imr 
prisonment on chorges that he 
had illegally entered the Sovict 
Zone, smuggled cameras out of 
Germany and supported Nazl 
economy by owning a camera 
factory in Dresdt a, 

Noble suid that for the first 
15 months of his imprisonm:nt 
he was kept in a small cell so 
crowded’ with privonors that it 
was impossible to move or sleep. 
He sald that the cell ‘was so 
camp that he beoam: paralysed 
with rheumatism. 

He sald that for one t5-day 
period he was given nothing to 
cat, not even o crust of bread. 

IN A CELLAR 

Noble was held 15 months in 
a cellar of the Soviet Scerct 
Police headquarters jn Dresden, 
two ‘years in the Muslderk con- 
centration camp, two years jn 
Buchenwald and ulmost one year 
in Waldhelm. 

“Conditions were so horrible 
and inhuman that it Js not pos- 
sible to describe them,” he said 
in a volce choked with emotion. 

“Every day in Muslderg pri- 
soners diced like flies. They, car- 
tied them out every morning and 
buried them in graves. Some 
days there were 50 dead, some 
days 60, some days 70." 

He said that some of the pri- 
cones shouted’ In agony tor 


end, 

erable, who looked fit despite 
his seven years’ imprisonment, 
“sald that except for one 15-day 
period he was’ given enough 
food. He said ‘he believed he 
was given special treatment be-
